Report Shows 
Most Convicts 
“Repeaters” 


OTTAWA. — Nearly 79 per 
cent, of the 4,225 convicts in 
federal prisons have served pre- 
vious jail sentences, the m- 
mons was told. Eighty-seven 
were women, 


During the 1949 fiscal year, 1,843 
were sentenced to one of the federal 
penitentiaries and 62 per cent. of 
them had previous convictions, the 
annual report of Maj.-Gen. R, B. 
Gibson, federal penitentiaries com- 
missioner, said. 

The report, tabled in the Commons 
by Justice Minister Garson, said that 
during the year prison staffs follow- 
ed the philosophy that “the true pur- 
pose of the prison is not only to keep 
in safe custody those committed to 
its care but to train, uplift and edu- 
cate its inmates for better and fu- 
ture citizenship.” 

It was too early to say if the pro- 
gram based on that philosophy was 
successful but “there has been a suf- 
ficient mumber of individual cases 
brought to our attention to provide 
encouragement and to justify a fur- 
ther development of the program...” 

Of the 1,843 men given prison sen- 
tences—two years or more—1,422 
had served previous sentences in 
county jails, provincial reformatories 
or federal prisons. 

The report also noted that more 
than 88 per cent, of the convicts 
were born in Canada and that the 
percentage of foreign-born convicts 
was steadily dropping. 

During the year, the production of 
prison industries and farms was val- 
ued at $1,434,775.11. Most of it was 
consigned to the federal government 
service and the convicts made 49,- 
174 mail bags for the Post Office De- 
partment, repaired 451,866 mail bags, 
made 4,000 ballot boxes and turned 
out more than 56,000 cement blocks 
and bricks. 

Of the total number of convicts, 
157 were serving life sentences, 69 
were serving sentences of 20 years 
or more and 378 were serving sen- 
tences of between 10 and 20 years. 

The biggest block of the convicts 
—1,060—were between 30 and 40 
years old.

Fighting To 
Improve Breed 


BANGKOK.—Now it’s cat fighting 
—for the improvement of the breed, 

A retired Thailand police officer is 
seeking government permission to 
promote cat fighting as a sport in 
Bangkok, which already has fish 
fighting, cock fighting and a strange 
sport known as Siamese boxing. 

Disturbed by the realization that 
the famed Siamese cat is no longer 
what it used to be, the animal lover 
decided that the only way to encour- 
age Thailanders to breed more cats 
is to have cat fighting. 

Genuine Siamese cats (rarities in 
Thailand, incidentally) could be sdld 
at high prices to cat lovers abroad, 
he hinted coyly. 

Once upon a time, the Bangkok 
municipality did sponsor contests for 
cats, but they were held on points 
of beauty and charm and were not 
exciting enough to push people to 
extend efforts along  cat-breeding 
lines, 

“Cat fighting will attract large 
crowds of people because it will be 
the first time in Thailand that this 
kind of thing will come into being,” 
the former police officer explained.

Modern Techniques 
Save "Dead" Teeth 


With modern surgical techniques 
and bacteriological controls, it is now 
possible to successfully treat and ree 
turn to normal function many teeth 
which only a short time ago would 
have been condemned as possible 
sources of focal infection, it is stated 
by Dr. W. J. Johnston of McGill Unt- 
versity. 

In an article—“The Problem of the 
Dead Tooth’ — in Health, official 
magazine of the Health League of 
Canada, Dr. Johnston, who is A&sis- 
jtant Professor in the Faculty of 
Dentistry at the Montreal university, 
tells about the recent developments 
in the treatment of teeth from which 
the pulp has been removed—causing 


them to be labelled as “dead”, No 
longer is it necessary to remove 
“dead” teeth for fear of infection, 


nor do they necessarily have to turn 
black and become an eyesore in the 
jmouth,

However, as long as the periodontal 
membrane remained healthy, the 
tooth would be maintained. The peri- 
odontal membrane attaches the tooth 
to the surrounding bone by a net- 
work of fibres, 

There were three main causes of 
pulp injury—bacterial, physical and 
chemical. Of these, bacterial is the 
most important, Unchecked decay 
would allow bacteria or their toxins 
to gain an entrance to the pulp 
through a break in the dentine and, 
within a short time, would make the 
entire pulp a living culture tube, 
Physically, falls or blows could cause 
pulp injury, while drugs used in 
treating cavities could produce last- 
ing damage.

We Can Make Plans

All that is needed is a pencil and a 
bit of paper, a good seed catalogue 
and perhaps a government bulletin 
or two, Equipped with these and a 
little imagination an_ entertaining 
evening is guaranteed, 


The Flower Garden 

Laying out a flower garden is 
something like painting a picture, 
Generally we want little things, or a 
piece of lawn in front, with larger 
and taller masses to the rear and 
side. We also want plenty of color, 
and we want that color of flowering 
to start as soon as possible andcon- 
tinue as long as possible. We will 
also want a supply of blooms which 
can be cut for indoor boquets and 
some others that will give off a beau- 
tiful scent. 

Now to meet these and other re- 
quirements we must know a few 
facts. To keep the little things gen- 
erally in front so that they will not 
be hidden we must know the height 
to which our flowers will grow. And 
for proper planning we must also 
know approximately the season of 
bloom for the various plants we like, 
and their color, We should know 
whether they are hardy or tender, 
what are their special requirements, 


how they can participate in the con- 
version of these materials.

It is possible for example, to get a 
flower suited to almost any location 
in the garden. Some like full sun- 
shine, some actually thrive in a dark 
corner, Some like lots of water, 
some will flourish almost in dust, 
Then there are big, bushy things 
that will grow up like a shrub in a 
single season, and other annuals that 
we can use as vines to cover un- 
sightly fences or outbuildings or to 
shade verandahs. And of course there 
are a dozen or more that are chiefly 
grown for their perfume or for giv- 
ing us long-stemmed bouquets. All 
the vital facts will be found in any 
good Canadian seed catalogue. 


The Vegetable Garden 

Vegetable garden planning is sim- 
ple. It is just a case of determinin 
how much space is available, an 
then laying this out in rows of vari- 
ous widths. For vegetables of medi- 
um size like beans, lettuce, carrots 
and such things it is best to leave at 
least a foot between rows and up to 


twice this much will not hurt. More 
space between makes cultivation 
easier, Larger growing things like 


potatoes, peas, corn, etc., should have 
at least two feet between rows, and 
a yard will not be too much, espe- 
cially where a garden tractor is to 
be used for cultivation. Three feet 
apart is about the right distance for 
tomatoes, too, although they can go 
closer if they are staked. With 
sprawly vines like cucumbers, mel- 
ons and small squash, the best plan 
is to plant in hills of a foot to 18 
inches square and at least two feet 
between.
